Sioux Tribe Invites Several
wam-—They Express

Sioux Tribe, No. 18, Improved Order
of Red Men, held an open meeting on
Tuesday evening, and entertained a del-
egation of Sioux Indians from Yankton,
S. Ib. The meeting was enjoyed by a
iarge number of visiting brothers from
the various tribes in this reservation,
anong whom were Great Sachem D. J.
Marvin and Great Junior Sagamore H.
L. Wheeler, also Willlam J. Dunn, of
Taunton, Miss. John Finn, an old In-
dian fighter, late of 1i1he Eighteenth
United States Infantry, who witnessed
the disaster at Fort Kearney when Gen-
ral Cusier and his noble band were
iassacred, related soms reminiscences
of frontier life which were interpreted
to the Indians by their interpreter,
David Zephyr.
